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POST-OFFICE AND RAILWAY. 


The Hindustdén (Kélakankar), of the 28th February, 
Post-office Report for Commenting upon the Post-office Report. 
1658. for the last year, refers to the advan- 
tages which the people. derive from the post-office, thanks 
Government for it, and quotes from the report the number of 
post-offices: and postal officials and also the number of letters, 
, newspapers, &c., which passed through the post-office 
the last year. The Hindustdn draws the attention of 
Government to the. alleged grievances of postal officials. 
High postal officials appoint their relatives to posts in the 
ment and give promotion to. them in utter disregard 
of the claims of other officials, The way in.which postal 
officials are transferred from one place to another is very 
objecti le. “Low paid clerks whose pay does not exceed 
Rs. 25 or 80 are frequently transferred from one province to 
another to their great inconvenience and loss. Such transfers 

are unnecessary and may be easily avoided. With reference
